Berlin, May 26.—The German gov- 
ernment has resigned. 

President Ebert accepted the resig- 
nation of the ministry and requested 
(thancellor Marx to carry on current 
affairs. 

President Ebert will confer with 
the parliamentary leaders tomorrow 
regarding the selection of a chancellor 
and the formation of a new govern- 
ment, 

Marx to Rebuild Cabinet. 

It is understood that Chancellor 
Marx will reconstruct his ministry, 
making only a few changes. It is be- 
lieved to be his intention to present 
his reconstituted ministry to the 
reichstag and make a declaration of 
policy particularly with regard to the 
Dawes report, leaving it to the house 
to approve or reject it. 

The resignation of the ministry was 
' due to the failure of: the nationalists 
- toe meet the conditions laid down by 
the middle parties with reference fo 
indorsing the present government's 
policies as a pre-condition to a bour- 
veois coalition. 

Von Tirpitz Pushed. 

The nationalists renewed their de- 
mand that Von Tirpitz be accepted 
as head of the new government by the 
other parties and that the program of 
foreign and internal policies be made 
a secondary point in the negotiations.

WHEN BOAT SINKS 


Grand Forks, B. C., May 26.— 
Eight residents of north central 
Washington and British Columbia 
were drowned when a motor launch 
in which they were riding yesterday 
on Lake Christina, 16 miles north- 
east of here, collapsed and sank. Two 
others were rescued. 


Miss Ruth Sturmur, of Spokane, 
Wash., a sister of Brian J. Sturmur, 
of 230 Cascade avenue, Atlanta, was 
one of the drowned, according to word 
received here. Mr. Sturmur left 
Monday afternoon for Spokane. 

According to the message, the 
launch sank in 500 feet of water, and 
there is practically no chance to re- 
cover any of the bodies. 


TREASURY ADMITS 
TAY BILL BETTER 
THAN PRESENT LA 


Signature of Coolidge 
Forecast, Though Some 


Features Objectionable 
to Him and Mellon.

Washington, May 26.—Treasury 
officials regard the compromise tax 
bell as a considerable improvement 
over the existing law. Some  fea- 
tures are objectionable to Secretary 
Mellon, but he has no intention of 
urging a veto. 

This attitude, forecasting signature 
by the president, was made known 
authoritatively at the treasury de- 
partment soon after the house had 
passed the compromise bill by the 
overwhelming vote of 376 to 9. With- 
in an hour, the bill was sent to the 
white house from the capitol, and 
President Coolidge immediately _ re- 
ferred it to Mellon who expects to 
have a report on it ready Tuesday 
or the following day. 

The administration would have pre- 
ferred the Mellon plan, but being un- 
able to get that, is ready to accept tle 
present bill because it appears to be 
an improvement over the present tax 
law. Treasury officials regard the ad- 
ministrative features of the new bill 
as being a great improvement over 
the present law. The tax rates are

AMBASSADOR’S NOTE 
_NETTLED CONGRESS 


Washington Sees No 
Likelihood of Immediate 
Unpleasantness With 
Japanese Nation. 


Washington, May 26.—With the 
Japanese exclusion provision now 
spread on the statutes, the’ resig- 
nation of Ambassador Hanihara is 
expected as an early sequel. While 
congress previously favored exclusion 
by legislation instead of by the vol- 
untary method employed through the 
gentlemen’s agreement, it was the 
letter which Ambassador Hanihara 
wrote to Secretary of State Hughes 
while the bill was pending, warning 
that its enactment would bring 
“grave consequences” to the friend- 
ship between the two governments, 
that angered congress and killed any 
chance of a more moderate provision. 


President Coolidge signed the bi? 
Monday and issued a formal state- 
ment condemning the Japanese ex- 
clusion feature, but explaining that 
he was compelled to sign the measure 
because the existing law expires 
June 30. 

Fear Effect on Japan. 

There is every probability that 
congress would have passed the bill 
over a jresidential veto, and this fact, 
considered with all other circum- 
stances, led the president to sign the 
measure. 

The chief concern of the adminis- 
tration over the effect upon 
friendly relations with Japan. Jap- 
anese leaders have acted with re- 
straint and there is no likelihood of 
any unpleasantness over this incident 
at present.

Noted Musical Composer 
and Orchestra Leader 
Victim of Attack on Way | 
to Doctor.

New York, May 26.—Victor Her- 
bert, a musician who never found it 
necessary to wear long hair, throw 
temperamental fits or affect any of 
the outlandinsh mannerisms generally 
or artistic 
genius, died Monday afternoon on the 
stairs leading to the offices of Dr. 
Emanuel Baruch, his physician, when 
his heart failed suddenly. 

In the morning he and Florenz 
Ziegfeld had gone over some music 
which Herbert was composing for the 
next Follies. Herbert lunched at the 
Lambs’ club, returned to his home, 
and left there to keep an appointment 
with Doctor Baruch, after which he 
was to have gone back to see Zieg- 


“Well, now that he’s gone,” said 
Ziegfeld when he heard why Herbert 
never came back, “the people may 
begin to appreciate him. They'll prob- 
ably build a monument to him.” 

That seemed to be the general idea 
on Broadway where Herbert’s works 
have been played and sung for 20 
years and where he was as well 
known personally as George M. Cohan.

Washingtén, May 26.—All excgpt 
150 scattering delegates to the New 
York convention next month are 
chosen and the democratic presidential] 
race is swinging into the home stretch. 

On the basis of pledged and favor- 
able delégates, McAdoo is leading with 
Al Smith on his heels, Underwood 
is a few lengths behind and a dozen 
others are stringing along. One or 
two seem to have turned around and 
started back toward the post. 

McAdoo claims nearly 400 delegates, 
instructed and friendly, Smith up- 
ward of 300 and Underwood about 75. 

But the most useless occupation 
just now is that of counting up dele- 
gates. Figures mean little except as 
they are used as selling arguments by 
the yarious managers. 

Pledges Mean Little. 


Pledges and instructions of dele- 
gates will mean little after a few bal- 
lots, Often an uninstructed delega- 
tion, controlled by a staunch friend 
of a pav**cular candidate, will stick 
longer than an instructed delegation 
less interested in its instructions than 
in picking a winner and getting on 
him. Most delegates feel that they 
have carried out their instructions if 
they voted several ballots as directed. 

The first few ballots indicate little 
as to the probable nominee. On the 
first ballot at San Francisco conven- 
tion in 1920. McAdoo had 266 votes; 
Cox 134 and Palmer 256. Forty-four 
ballots were taken before Cox was 
nominated. On the forty-third ballot, 
just before Cox went over the two- 
thirds mark, McAdoo had 412 votes; 


to 7. 
Uses Voting Strategy. 
The shrewd manager does not re- 
veal his full strength on the first 


egates in reserve and feeds them in 
gradually on successive ballots so 
that his candidate appears to be climb- 
ing steadily. He is also able in this 
way to offset minor defections which 
are always bobbing up. 

In the San Francisco convention, 
one of the three leading candidates 
was able to pull through. Often, as 
at the last republican convention, they 
kill each other off and a dark horse 
wins. ‘T’here seems to be a general 
opinion that this will be the case at 
New York. 

McAdoo Favors Glass? 

The latest maneuver is the appear- 
ance, presumably from sources hos- 
tile to McAdoo, of a_ report. that 
McAdoo favors Senator Carter Glass 
of Virginia if he cannot win the nom- 
ination. McAdoo and Glass are very 
close and the report undoubtedly has 
some basis in truth. But it is put 
out to do no good for McAdoo who 
doesn't want to admit any possibility 


Furthermore, McAdoo at this time 
is fishing for second choice votes him- 
self and doesn’t care to offend the 
supporters of any other candidates 
by angouncing in advance he would 
throw bis strength to Glass. This in- 
cident is typical of many that will 
occur between now and the conven- 
tion because while practically all of 
th. delegates have been chosen, the 
object now is to pick up pledges and 
sprinkle sand in the other fellow’s 
bearings. 


SENATE APPROVES

WW. BROOKES. 
IES SUDDENLY 


Prominent Georgian Gave 
Liberally to Foreign 
Missions—Served as 
President of Shorter. 


W. W. Brookes, prominent Georgian 
and well-known for his philanthropy, 
died suddenly at a private hospita! at 


® o’clock Monday afternoon, follow- |}, 


ing an illness of a few days. Mr. 
Brookes, who with his wife had re- 
cently returned from spending the 
winter at Riverside, Cal., was stricken 
at his temporary residence at the 
Biltmore hotel last week and was 
taken to the hospital when his condi- 
tion became worse. 

Mr. Brookes was born in Barnwell 
county, South Carolina, March 28, 
1858, and, following the civil war, 
moved with his parents to Rome. 
After his graduation from the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, he began the prac- 
tice of law in Rome, and for 25 years 
was a leading member of the Georgia 


bar. 
Interested in Missions. 


Much of the time after his retire- 
ment from active business was de- 
voted to philanthropic work, He also 
was interested in development -{ for- 
eign missions, and his contribution 
of $50,000 twenty years ago was one 
of the first large contributions to- 
ward that cause. His initial dona- 
tion was followed by many others. 

He served as president of Shorter 


college, of Rome, for several years. 
and was in charge of reconstruction 
work there, resulting in the buildings 
and equipment now used by the 
school. 

He was a representative in the leg- 
islature from Floyd county in 1882 
and 1883, and was influential in 
north Georgia politics. For man 
years he was a law partner of Judge 
Walter T. Turnbull, a brother-in-law, 
who -is now judge of the superior 
court of the Rome circuit. 

Moves to Atlanta. 

He was a son of W. I. and Har- 
riett Sarah Estes Brookes. In 1912 
he was married to Miss Shatteen 
Mitchell, of Columbus, and soon after 
his wedding, moved to Atlanta, rerid- 
ing in the residence on Peachtree 
road now occupied by Governor Clif- 
ford Walker. 

In addition to his widew, he is 
survived by two sisters, Mrs. Hattie 
Brookes Lawton, of Allendale, S. C., 
and Mrs. Walter T. Turnbull, of 
Rome. 

Funeral services will be held Wed- 
nesday morning from the. Second 
Baptist church, of which lm was a 
member, the hour to be anrounced 
later by Barclay & Brandon. Inter-

Man Who Answered 
Nearly Every Detail of 
Description of Kidnaper

Chicago, May 26.—Detective hunt- 
ing the ‘slayers of Robert Franks, 13- 
year-old son of a Chicago millionaire, 
were searching tonight for a man who 
answers in nearly every detail the 
bypothetical description of one of the 
kidnapers built up by the police from 
various fragments of evidence. 

For a time today, it was thought 
the man sought was, surrounded in an 
apartment hotel building on the south 
side where he applied for a room. 
Squads of. detectives made a thorough 
search, but the man wittingly or un- 
wittingly eluded them. | 

The man, slim, nervous, about 5 
feet 9 inches tall and weighing 140 
ror 245 pounds, excited the suspicions 
of the apartment hotel clerk when he 
applied for a room. The clerk said he 
appeared about 35 years old, had a 
slim face, wore tortoise shell specta- 
cles and was exceedingly nervous. 
When the clerk informed him there 
was no room available, the man said 
he “had to get in off the street” and 
left, but was followed and seen to 
enter a nearby building. Detectives 
hurried to the scene and searched ev- 
ery building in the block, but failed 
to find their man. 

Police believe the man -may be the 


wearer of the spectacles found near 
the slain boy’s body. These specta- 
cles were of peculiar make and ocu- 
lists said they could have been worn 
only by a man with a thin face or 
by a woman. They also declared an

LOWER ASSESSMENTS 
AND TAX RAISE ASKED 


Independent School Board 
Proposed — County-City 
System Merger Also 
Will Be Considered. 


Formal appeal to city council te 
ask the general assembly for a spe- 
cial tax levy to meet the $900,000 
deficit faced by the school department 
for this year was voted by the school 
board in special session Monday 
afternoon after three proposals for 
radical changes in the city charter 
affecting schools had been ‘referred to 
special committees for consideration, 

Commissioner D, M. Therrell pro- 
posed to increase the city tax from 
$1.50, as at present, to $2.50 per $100 
of assessed valuation, provided real 
estate should be assessed at 50 per 
cent of its market value instead of 
at 70 per cent as at present.. He 
said thg reduction in assessments 
would reduce state and county taxes 
on Atlanta property about $1,198,856 
while at the same time increasing city 
taxes $962,852, saving city taxpay 
$236,000 a year. 

In connection with the tax rate 
change he proposed that the city 
charter provide a minimum of 32 per 
eent, instead of 26 per cent as at 
present, of total city revenues for 
schools. According to his estimates, 
this would give schools a net income 
from all sources of $3,143,557, in- 
stead of approximately $2,500,000 as 


city departments a net income of 
$6,398,269, instead of about $6,160,- 
,000 as at present. 
Independent School Board. 

President John T.. Hancock pro- 
posed that the charter be changed to 
make the school board a separate and 
incorporated body, with all powers of 
council except power to levy taxes. 
It would have the power to execute 
legal contracts and to make loans or, 
‘under constitutional limitations, ix 
sue bonds against school property. 
Except for omission of the tax levy- 
ing clause, the Hancock proposal is 
similar in effect to the W. W. Gaines

any material change in sentiment in 
either the house or senate. 


President Coolidge has been expect- 
ed to approve the bill whether Mel- 
lon recommended it or not. The fact 
that Mellon has swung around makes 
his signature almost certain. 


The bill went to the president with 
almost the unanimous indorsement of 
congress. Only six votes were cast 
against the conference report in the 
senate, some of these coming from 
insurgents who were dissatisfied with 
elimination of the full publicity 
amendment of Senator Norris, while 
only nine votes were cast against it 
in the house Monday, all from repub- 
licans who stood to the last for the 
Mellon plan. 

Those voting against the conference 
report in the house were: Fenn, Mer- 
ritt and Tilson, of Connecticut; Hill, 
of Maryland;. McFadden and Phil- 
lips, of Pennsylvania; Mills and 
Wainwright, of New York, and 
Moore, of Indiana. 

Cuts $288,000,000 This Year. 

The measure reduces the tax Dill 
of the country by approximately 
$361,000,000 in the fiscal year 1925, 
ending June 30 next year, and around 
$421,000,000 for the fiscal year 1926, 
it has been estimated by Chairman 
Green, of the house ways and means 
committee. 

It will reduce taxes in the present 
calendar ‘year $288,000,000, Green es- 
timates $232,000,000 reduction 
through the 25 per cent flat cut this 
year, and $56,000,000 in excise tax 
reductions which become effective this 
year. Altogether, the measure cuts 
excise taxes, including many “nui- 
sance”’ taxes, approximately $111,000,- 
000 a year. 

It is estimated that the bill, as sent 
to the president, will take care of 
soldier bonus payments and will meet 
the other necessary expenses of the 
government. Treasury experts now 
estimate that the measure will not 
create a deficit, as was first stated. 

There were several voices of disap- 
proval in the general chorus of com- 
mendation in the house Monday when 
the conference report was_ presented.

Called Most Scientifie Measure. 


Representative Frear, of “’js-onsin, 
tax leader of the insurgents, praised 
it as the “most scientific revenue 
measure ever approved by congress,” 
declaring to the house that the coun- 
try “‘was sold the Mellon plan—a 
gold brick—but you were too wise 
to buy it.” Many others lasided the 
bill. Representative Garner, of Tex- 
as, authot of the “Garner plan,” was; 
given an ovation when he took the 
floor. He claimed credit for the 
measure for democrats and progres- 
sives, 

“You can’t take the democratic 
brand off of this bill,” he declared. 

When Secretary Mellon accepted 
the bill Monday, he gave way for the 
first time in a fight which he has 
carried on consistently since con 
gress met last December. Througi 
opposition of democrats and insur- 
gents in the house, the Mellon plan 
was admittedly doomed even before 
the fight moved to the floor of the 
house. Republican leaders in the 
house got together on a compromise 
plan before a vote was taken. The 
Mellon plan was overwhelmingly de- 
feated and republicans won a co:- 
promise on surtax rates, though der:-o- 
crats nut over their normal scredu!es. 

Despite its defeat in the house, the 
bill was pushed to the floor of the sen- 
ate, through the influence of advo- 
cates of the Mellon plan and against 
the best judgment of taany repu)l- 
licans.

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FAC CHURCH ROM 


Grand Rapids, Mich., May 26.— 
Bitter controversy today brought ms 
n 
the Presbyterian church into the open 
with a signal victory for the funda- 
mentalists when the general assembly, 
in heated session. voted 443 to 34l 
to support Dr. Clarence BE. MacArt- 
ney, moderator «nd fundamentalist 
leader on a point of order. 

Charges of heresies on the part of 
some teachers in theological institu- 
tions of the church and in the pub- 
lished works of some churchmen were 
made. 

The debate sprung to sudden life 
during the. reading of the commit- 
tee report on theological seminaries. 
Dr. Walter F. McMillin, of Philadel- 
phia, a’ commissioner from Dr. 
MacArtney’s presbytery, sought intro- 
duction of a resolution imposing upon 
teachers in theological seminaries, the 
“solemn obligation” to see to it that 
their teaching is in conformity with 
the confession of faith. 


Tries To Quote Statement. 


Dr. McMillin’s attempt to quote 
from a published statement by one of 
these teachers—Professor Allin Macey 
Dalles, of Auburn ‘Theological semi- 
nary, Auburn, N. Y.,—which, he said, 
denied one of tke tenets of theology, 
brought quick reply from Dr. Mal- 
colm MacHail, of Auburn. The Au- 
burn seminary, he said, is not in the 
jurisdiction of the assembly, being un- 
der the authority of the New York 
synod. 

During the debhte, Dr. Percy Y. 
Schelly, also of Philadelphia, crita- 
cized a. recent published volume by 
Dr. J. H. Snowden, Pittsburg, editor 
of the Presbyterinn Magazine, quoting 
a statement which he charged was 
contrary to the tenets of the church. 


Defends Alma Mater. 

Dr. Arthur Shponer, Malvern, Pa., 
and an Auburn graduate, came to the 
defense of his alma mater, but Dr. 
W, L. Lathem, Chester, Pa., renewed 
the controversy by attempting to read 
alleged heretical statements from 
published remarks of a Professor 
Bailie, of Auburn. It was at this 
point that members of the New York 
presbytery challenged: the line of de- 
bate, taking the stand that rules of 
the assembly proscribe attacks from 
the floor on individual ministers. The 
moderator ruled against this point of 
order and when an appeal from his 
decision was taken he was upheld 
with a majority of 104 votes, Further 
debate was choked off by adoption of 
a motion sending the theological semi- 
nary report back to the committee. 

High points of today’s assembly 
sessions were: 

Raps Movie Indiétry. 

Unanimous adoption of a resolution 
written by William Jennings Bryan, 
pledging the church to the interna- 
tional court of justice and abritration 
of differences, but reserving the right 
of “this nation to control its own 
destiny and decide whether and when 
to declare war.” 

Adoption of a resolution objecting 
to the caricaturing of clergymen in 
moving pictures, with the provision 
that the resolution be called to the 
attention of Will H. Hays, an elder 
of the Presbyterian church and pres- 
ident of the Motion Picture Producers 
and Distributors of America. 

Approval of a $30,000 appropria- 
tion for the American church in Paris. 

Adoption of an overture providing 
for a reduction in the size of the as- 
sembly. (This overture must be ap- 
proved by two-thirds of the presby- 
teries to become operative. ) 


Opposes Beer Bills. 

Acceptance of the report of the 
committee on education, in which the 
assembly went on record as “renew- 
ing” its approval of the eighteenth

Smith cannot get any southern dele- 
gates. Underwood as a southerner 
can. Therefore, it is reasoned that 
Underwood, after he has received the 
Smith strength, will be, with the 
Smith delegates plus some southern 
delegates, a more formidable contender 
against McAdoo than Smith. 

That is the strong aspect of Un- 
deryood’s candidacy, the one chance 
upon which he may cut any figure in 
the convention. Aside from_ that 
chance, every other aspect of Under- 
wood's candidacy is discouraging. 

Underwood, Johnson Compared. 

It is not realized, but it is a fact, 
that Underwood, as respects the dem- 
ocratie nomination, has fared about 
as badly as Hiram Johnson with re- 
spect to the republican nomination. 
Underwood started out, as Johnson 
started out, to make a formidable 
campaign. Underwood has a large or- 
ganization and ample resources. Un- 
derwood has had a larger organiza- 
tion in Washington than McAdoo. 
Underwood, with ample resources, 
amply organized and amply managed, 
undertook to get democratic delegates 
in about as many states as Johnson 
undertook to get republican delegates. 
Most of Underwood's fight was made 
in the south, although not all of it. 
Underwood put himself forward spe- 
cifically as the candidate of the south. 
His printed literature and all the 
early efforts of himself and his friends 
was based on the theory that Under- 
wood was the southern favorite and 
that the south at this time is entitled 
to the democratic nomination. 

This campaign of Underwood's has 
failed pretty completely. His man- 
agers tried in Georgia and lost to Mc- 
Adoo; tried in Texas and lost to Me- 
Adoo; tried in Tennessee and lost to 
McAdoo. They made gestures. in 
North Carolina and Kentucky, but 
withdrew in discouragement. There 
is a considerable parallel between Un- 
derwood's fight against McAdoo and 
Johnson’s fight against Coolidge. Un- 
derwood today has only 24 delegates 
that can be called his in any true 
sense.

‘Plan To Contouse 


City Improvements 
This Year Killed 


A proposal to “anticipate” suffi- 
cient funds from all sources of city 
revenue in order to go ahead with 
all public improvements provided in 
the January finance. sheet, regard- 
less of the water rate reduction, was 
defeated Monday by the finance com- 
mittee of council at the first session 
in making up the June finance sheet. 

The committee worked behind 
locked doors in executive session and, 
members refused to divulge details of 
its proceedings. 

Conservative members of the com- 
mittee lined up a majority in favor 
of cutting $200,000 out of January ap- 
propriations in order to go through 
the year without a deficit, it was 
stated. 

Of the total to be cut from the 


January sheet, $187,000 was said to 
be required to meet the water rate 
reduction voted by council last month. 

It was said to be certain that near- 
ly all public improvements which have 
not been’ started already’ will be 
abandoned for this year. Among 
them are removal of the city stock- 
ade from the Rosalia street site and 
building a new contagious disease 
~— 

The committee voted at the begin- 
ning of its session against hearing any 
delegations in defense of threatened 
improvements or for new expenditures. 
The money shortage was said to be 
so acute that the committee was con- 
cerned mainly with keeping city de- 
partments in operation in view of 
the reduced revenues. 

No attempt was to be made to pro- 
vide additional appropriations to 
schools. Mayor Sims had assured the 
committee at its last meeting that he 
would find a way to keep the schools 
open through this year. The schools 
jost $49,000 through the water rate 
reduction, it was stated.

President's Statement. 

The president’ statement follows: 

“In signip, this bill, which in its 
main features 1 heartily approve, Il 
regret the impossibility of severing 
from it the exclusion provision which, 
in the light of existing law, affects 
especially the Japanese. 

“[ gladly recognize that the enact- 
ment of this provision does not imply 
any chaygge in our sentiment of ad- 
miration and cordial friendship for 
the Japanesu people, a sentiment 
which has had and will continue to 
have abundant manifestation. 

“The biil rather expresses the de- 
termination of the congress to exer- 
cise its prerogative in defining by 
legislation the control of immigration 
instead of leaving it to international 
agreements, It should be noted that 
the bill exempts from the exclusion 
provision government officials, those 
coming to this country as tourists or 
temporarily for business or pleasure; 
those in transit, seamen, those already 
resident here and _ returning from 
temporary absences, professors, min- 


‘isters of religion, students and those 
‘who enter solely to carry on trade in 


pursuance of existing treaty provi- 
sjons, 

“But we have had for many years 
an understanding with Japan by 
which the Japanese government has 
voluntarily undertaken to prevent the 
emigration of laborers to th United 
States, and in view of this historic re- 
lation and of the feeling which in- 
spired if, it would have been much 
better, in my judgment, and mor: ef- 
fective in tke actual control of im- 
migration, if we had contini-d to 
invite that cooperation which Japan 
was ready to give and had thus avoid- 
ed creating any ground for misappre- 
hension by an unnecessary statutory 
enactment. 

“That course would not have 
derogated from the authority of the 
congress to deal with the question in 
any exigency requiring its action. 
There is searcely any ground for dis- 
agreement as to the result we want, 
but this method of securing it is un- 
necessary and deplorable at this time. 

“If the exclusion provision § stood 
.lone, T should disapprove it with- 
out hesitation if sought in this way 
at this time. But this bill is a com- 
prehensive measure dealing with the 
whole subject of immigration and set- 
ing up the necessary administrative 
machinery. The present quota act of 
1921 will terminate on June 30. next. 
It is of great importance that a com- 
prehensive measure should take its 
place. and that the arrangements for 
its administration should be provided 
at once in order to avoid hardship 
and confusion. 

“T must. therefore, consider the bill 
as n whole and the imperative need 
of the country for legislation of this 
cenerg! character. For this reason 
the bill is approved.” 

Hanihara Calls. 

Soon after the president had signed 
the bill Ambassador Hanibara cailed 
at the state department and had a 
long talk with Secretary Hughes. He 
was furnished a copy .of Mr. Cool- 
idge’s statement and will cable it to 
Tokio. Neither he nor the secretary 
would discuss their conference. 

Recent dispatches from Tokio have 
indicated that Mr. Hanihara would 
not desire to remain long in Wash- 
ington as ambassador after the bill 
became a law, but there was nothing 
to show that the question of his resig- 
nation had been considered during his 
call today at the state department.

By Professor at Tulane 


New Orleans, May 26.—Discovery 
of a new anesthetic was osnnounced 
tonight by Dr. John T. Halsey, pro- 
fessor of pharmacology and therapeu- 
tics at Tulane university, in a paper 
read before the New Orleans Medical 
society. 

The anesthetic is propylene gas, 
contained in some natural gas, and 
which Dr. Halsey and his laboratory 
assistants, Chapman Reynolds. and 
Harold B. Cook, the three of whom 
discovered its properties, believe it can 
be manufactured from mineral oils. 
Dr. Halsey‘s announcement came 
after several movthg of laboratory 
work by his assistants and himself. 

Similar io Ethylene. 

“Propylene is similar to ethylene, 


the discovery of whose anesthetic 
Lroperties, announced last year in 
Chicago, was Lailed with enthusiasm 
by the medical profession, and re- 
sulted in its extensive use in thou- 
sunds .of surgical cases,” said Dr. 
Halsey. “Propylene, it is believed, 
Pussesses distinct and striking ad- 
vantages over its sister gas ethylene, 
which has itself been found to be for 
most purposes superior to any other 
anesthetic. 


“As soon as it is possible to obtain 
the gas in sufficiently large quanti- 
ties, its action wi) further be studiel 
in thé Tulane Iaboratories, and if 
these further experiments justify it, 
its use upon hnmans will follow 
promptly.” 

Property of Anesthetic. 


Dr. Halsey stated that the appar- 
ent superiority of propylene was due 
to the fact that it - as effective even 
though considerably diluted with oxy- 
gen. An anesthetic depends for its 
usefulness upon its possible adminis- 
tration in sufficient strength to ob- 
tain complete anesthesia without in- 
jury from the poisonous properties of 
the gas, he pointed out. Oxygen must 
be administered mixed with the gas 
and it therefore is essential that the 
anesthetic itself be of sufficient 
strength to bring about complete un- 
consciousness, even when inhaled con- 
siderably diluted with oxygen. Propy- 
lene, he said, is s0 much more power- 
ful than ethylene that a more com- 
plete anesthesia may be obtained 
without the necessity. of supplying the 
patient with too little oxygen. While 
it follows, he said, that with its 
greater strength its toxicity must be 
greater than that of ethylene, numer- 
ous experiments have indicated that 
it Pn not sufficiently toxic to be un- 
safe.

Hearing of this, armed citizens 
went to the jail and demanded the 
prisoner. The sheriff refused, but 
was overpowered, the jaii’ unlocked 
and the negro led out, taken before 
one of the girls, identified, and then 
taken out of town. It is said he 
confessed to his captors whereupov 
his body was riddled with bullets 
and dragged through the streets. 

Search for his accomplice was then 
continued with increased vigor.

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CHARGES BY BARUCH 


New York, May 26—Elbert H. 
Gary, chairman of the United States 
Steel corporation, replying to charges 
of Bernard Baruch that his recent 
address to the American Iron and 
Steel institute revealing the govern- 
ment’s plan to nationalize the stee 
industry during the war was full of 
inaccuracies, declared today that his 
statement was entirely correct. He 
added that it was respectful and not 
controversial and expressed regret if 
anything he said had effended any- 
one. 

“The steel industry had been co- 
operating satisfactorily to both sides, 
apparently, with the war industries 
board for many months before the 
question of taking over the industry 
was brought up for consideration and 
determination,’ Mr. Gary said. “If 
there had been previous discussions 
in Washington with reference to this 
subject, steel men were no: present 
o: informed.” 

Mr. Baruch, in a statement issued 
list Saturday, said that the govern- 
ment’s threat to take over the indus- 
try had been made in early negotia- 
tions with the steel men because of 
difficulty in agreeing on prices. 

To this Mr. Gary replied that while 
some members of the steel fraternity 
in the beginning demanded prices that 
others believed were too high, the dif- 
ferences always were adjusted after 
careful and painstaking consideration. 

“The steel industry was loyal, en- 
ergetic and efficient concerning the 
supply of steel for military purposes 
throughout the war,” he asserted. 

“Tt. would, of course, have been a 
great calamity if the industry actual- 
ly had been taken over by the govern- 
ment.” ; 

Mr. Gary suggested that if William 
G. McAdoo, the then secretary of the 
treasury, was concerned about the 
statement that he was responsible for 
the federalization plan, he could deny 
it without fear that he would be dis- 
puted by any one in the steel indus- 
try. | 

“As to whether or not the sccre- 
tary of the treasury suggested it, it 
was expressly disclaimed there was 
any knowledge on the subject and 
positively asserted there was only a 
report in circulation to that effect,” 
he said. “I feel very certain if he 
had made a suggestion based on any 
information received he would not 
now be ashamed of it.” 


TROOPS IN CAMPS 
DID NOT OPERATE 
AGAINST ENEMY 


Washington, May 26.—Troops in 
cantonments in ‘this country during 
the world war, in training to go over- 
seas were “not operating against an 
enemy,” the supreme court held to- 
day. 

The government raised the question 
in a case against Charles J. Ferris, 
who during a part of the war served, 
by order of the commanding general 
of the SOth division, as colonel of tne 
315th field artillery in training at 
Lee, Va. Colonel Ferris at the time 
of this assignment was lieutenant col- 
onel of the 314th field artillery, and 
the court of claims held that he was 
entitled to the pay of colonel “serving 
with troops operating against an 
enemy.” | 

The government contended that the 
only troops operating against the 
enemy were those overseas and that 
officers serving with troops training 
for war in this country were not en- 
titled to the increased pay. : 

Chief Justice Taft, im delivering 
the opinion of the. court, said that the 
requirements “serving with troops op- 
erating against the enemy” could not 
be construed to apply to enlisted sol- 
diers or commissioned officers in can- 
tonments in this country.” 

“Troops in instruction camps across 
the ocean from the field of war can- 
not in any proper sense,” the court 
said, “be held to be operating against 
the enemy. Camp instruction is 
doubtless a necessary preliminary step 
to effective operation against the 
enemy, but it does not constitute such 
operation.” 


37,500 GALLONS 
WHISKY “MILKED” 
BY RUBBER HOSE 


St. Louis, Mo., May 26.—The 37,- 
500 gallons of whisky removed from 
the Jack Daniel bonded warehouse 
here last summer were “milked” by 
means of rubber hose, which led from 
the 893 barrels to a building 150 
feet away, where'a pump and bottling 
equipment were located, federal agents 
revealed today. 

George Remus, millionaire bootleg- 
ger of Cincinnati, and sixteen others 
were recently indicted by a federal 
grand jury in connection with the 
theft. 

The stolen whisky, worth $1,800,- 
000 at drug store prices, was bottled 
and transported from the nearby 
building, it was said, while inside 
the &varehouse the only sign of activ- 
ity was the movements of a man who 
adjusted the hose to the barrels. 


HUNT IS NOMINATED 
TO SUCCEED MURDOCK 


Washington, May 26.—Charles W. 
Hunt, secretary ‘of the Iowa farm 
bureau federation, was nominated by 


President Coolidge today to be a 
member of the federal trade commis- 
sion, succeeding Victor Murdock, of 
Kansas, resigned. 

President Coolidge in selecting Mr. 
Hunt earried out an announced pur- 
pose of. placing a farmer on the com- 
inission, believing that, with other 
branches of industry represented, the 
sgricultural interests of the country 
should have a member to speak for 
them. 

Prior to deciding to place a farmer 
on the commission, the president 
nominated George B. Christian, Jr., 
who was secretary to President Hard- 
ing, but the romination was with- 
drawn at Mr. Christian’s request 
after indications of a fight against 
confirmation had developed.

Washington, May 26.—Municipal. 
ities are free to prohibit the sale of 
intoxicating liquors upon pbkysicians’ 
prescriptions, the supreme court ruled 
today. 

In an opinion by Justice McRey- 
nolds, it was stated that “neither the 
eighteenth amendment avr the Vol- 
stead act grants the right to sell ir- 
toxicating liquor within a state.” 

The opinion was hands down w 
a case brought from California by 
Merlin W. Hixon, a Angeles 
druggist, to test an ordinance of that 
city under which druggists are pro- 
hibited from furnishing more than 
half a pint of intoxicating !iqvor upon 
a physician’s prescription. 

Referring to the suggestion that 
“congress by the Volstead act granted 
some right or privilege which is pro- 
tected by the fourteenth amendment.” 
and that such a right “may not be 
abridged by state or municipality.” 
Justice McReynolds stated that Hix- 
son had failed to raise any substan 
tial federal question. 

“Certainly nothing in that (Vol- 
stead) act lends color,” the court d-- 
clared, “to the suggestion that it en- 
dows, pharmacists with the right w 
dispense liquors.”

THE BANE OF POLITICS. 

It is unfortunate when internal 
politics develops in any service de- 
partment of state government. 

These departments are maintained 
by the taxpayers for the general 
welfare of the people. 

The elective heads of the depart- 
ments are employed by the people 
at the ballot boxes, and they are 
amenable to the people for services 
in conformity with law; and for 
that efficiency, in their respective 
functionings, that the candidates 
professed to have when thus em- 
ployed. 

When internal strife, jealousy, 
selfishness or other destructive fac- 
tors, whether accentuated by fac- 
tional politics or not, enter into 
departmental service, then effi- 
ciency is necessarily restrained, 
morale is lowered and the people 
suffer. They pay for that which 
they do not get in its full and most 
useful sense. 

Particularly is it unfortunate ff, 
In any way, the public school sys- 
tem in Georgia becomes involved 
through internal politics. 

It has been charged, on account 
of recent incidents, that such ts the 
case. Let us hope to the contrary. 

This charge has resulted possibly 
from more than one matter that has 
recently come to public attention. 

An Atlanta dispatch in a number 
of Georgia daily papers of Sunday 
contains the following: 


“At the meeting of the state board 
Friday orders which had been pro- 
mulgated by the state department of 
education abrogating all licenses to 
teach on May 1, and providing an en- 
tirely new system of certifying teach- 
ers, which contemplated the issue of 
certificates only by the state super- 
intendent, were suspended and a spe- 
cial joint committee has been named 
to go into an investigation of the 
matter and report its recommenda- 
tions back to. the next regular meet- 
ing of the state board. 

“This action leads back to a resolu- 
tion adopted by the Georgia Educa- 
“tion association, at its annual con- 
vention in Savannah the first of this 
month, upon proposal by the depart- 
ment of teacher training, the sub- 
stance of which criticized severely thc 
proposed new system of certification, 


_ and sounded a warning against what 
‘it termed both weakness and danger, 
. and that orgahization ‘earnestly pe- 
' titloned 


that these weaknesses be 
strengthened or removed before the 
system is put into actual operation.’ ” 

Another matter that has come to

Constitution knows nothing. It 
simply makes the broad and unim- 
peachable statement that factional 
dissensions and internal politics 
should be kept out of all state gov- 
ernmental departments, and most 
especially out of the department of 
education. 

Georgia is suffering from too 
much politics and too puny a grade 
of politics, as no other state in this 
union is suffering. 

It has torn at the vitals of busi- 
ness, kept progress down and made 
the state, once kuown as the Em- 
pire. State of the South, an actual 
trailer in the march with the sister 
states that touch her. 

When one stops to reflect that 
Georgia was once the fifth state in 
agriculture whereas it is today near- 
er the twentieth; when Georgia is 
at the bottom of the ladder in edu- 
cation and at the top in illiteracy, 
it is time to make a serious appraisal 
of the trouble and take a serious 
view of the morrow. 

Cheap, petty, personal and fac- 
tional politics must be eliminated in 
Georgia, and a broader and a more 
constructive view of an office-hold- 
er’s responsibilities to the public 
must be taken. 

This is not intended, nor must it 
be so construed to apply to the de- 
partment at issue more than to any 
other department in state and local 
affairs. 

The question is an economic 
one. The tension is taut. The peo- 
ple are becoming disgusted. They 
are taxed heavily and they do not 
get the efficiency of service in 
every case that they are entitled to. 

While post-war business is be- 
ing reconstructed and rehabilitated 
all along the line, the business of 
government, federal, state and local, 
must also be reconstructed. We are 
drifting far from the paths of use- 
fulness and service. Selfish ag- 
grandizement has overwhelmed us. 

The remedy is in a keener re- 
sponsibility of our citizenship and 
of our duty of franchise.

It means that Mexico, under the 
regime of President Obregon, who 
not only quickly and successfully

thority, and to a patriotic venera- 
tion for the institutions of a free 
government, has definitely begun 
the task of upbuilding Mexico’s rail- 
way system. 

Since the revolution preceding 
the administration of the late Presi- 
dent Carranza the Mexican railway 
system had been almost wholly de- 
moralized until Obregon began to 
rehabilitate it. Travel was unsafe 
and banditry along the rails was 
terrorizing. That is all changed 
now and ‘the order for 50 new 
Baldwin locomotives, of modern 
type, will put the Mexican railway 
service into infinitely better shape 
than it is today. 

Reports from Mexico state that 
business is thriving, agriculture is 
at its peak, industries are running 
On full time, and the republic to 
the south shows every indication 
of a reconstruction that was not 
thought possible five years ago. 

The secret of this condition is 
the application of business to gov- 
ernment. 

Revolutions have been inspired, 
and even physically begun, by poli- 
ticians, and of the same school that 
infest the United States today, radi- 
cals and demagogues. The peo- 
ple, particularly of the peonage 
classes, were taught to hate con- 
Stituted authority. As their own 
economic conditions became worse 
the more easily were they the prey 
of those who selfishly fed them- 
Selves upon mass prejudices and 
hatreds. 

President Obregon, a conserva- 
tive, changed this condition through 
a strong persona'ity behind fixed 
purposes, and today Mexico is on 
the road to a position of great 
financial power in the North Amer- 
ican group.

Cannon, age 52 years. 

Perhaps no man was better known 
or more respected and beloved in all 
northeast Georgia than J. Henry Can- 
non, 

From the great-grandsire, Major 
Horace Cannon, the first settler of 
Rabun ‘county, generation after gen- 
eration of them have been leaders in 
the commercial, religious and pvlitical 
life of that section of Georgia, and J. 
Henry Cannon was no less prominent 
than the greatest of the family. 

Up to the time of his death his mind 
Was active and in intimate touclr with 
the outside world, 

Mr. Cannon was.an outstanding fig- 
ure in both Georgia and North Caro- 
lina and his influence was far-reach- 
ing in all matters of all political and 
other state and national questions, A 
man of strong character and gtern de- 
meanagr, he was firm in his convictions 
with a keen sense of right and duty.

WHAT'S A MURMUR? 

Two or three readers, I hupe, are 
by this time disabused of some of 
their imaginations about valvular dis- 
eese or leakage of the heart. And 
even a greater number now know that 
the cause of such disease is usually a 
germ, a very, particular kind of germ 
with a cultivated taste for certain 
kinds of tissue such ag the tissue 
which lines the heart and the joints. 
And I earnestly hope that quite a 
score or more of my constant readers 
know that this germ gets into the 
blood and so reaches the heart from a 
focus or nidus of infection in the 
throat in the majority of cases. 

Now, then, let’s listen Lester to 
about twenty or thirty dollars’ worth 
of expert stuff about murmurs. Ev- 
eryone has heard of murmurs. A mur- 
mur is a more or less musical sound 
heard about the heart, If it is very 
loud and very musical, that’s pretty 
good evidence that there’s nothing the 
matter with the heart. The most im- 
pressive murmurs are heard over the 
soundest hearts. I don’t mean that 
you have to have a murmur as evi- 
dence of a sound heart, but merely 
that a beautiful murmur is in itself 
about as insignificant as-a “terrible” 
cough; there’s no telling from the 
force or volume of a cough whether it 
is caused by lung disease or irritation 
in the ear canal. A loud musical mur- 
mur is often heard over the heart or 
just above the level of the heart in 
persons with nothing more serious the 
matter than a mild anemia. So don’t 
bank on a murmur, ever. 

In valvular leakage a murmur is 
audible when the leakage is fairly well 
compensated, that is, when the heart 
is pumping more than the ordinary 
amount of blood, enough more to com- 
pensate for the amount which leaks 
back through the damaged valve at 
ench heat. And when that compensa- 
tion is lost, that is, when the heart 
tires or weakens and fails to pump 
the extraordinary amount of blood nec- 
essury to maintain adequate circula- 
tion, then the murmur is likely to dis- 
appear. This fact has led to much 
confusion on the part of the laity and 
some unjust criticism of. physicians, 
for the murmur comes and goes as I 
have explained and so different phy- 
sicians will give reports seemingly at 
variance at different times in a given 
case. 

That’s more than thirty dollars’ 
worth about murmurs, and enough for 
2 layman to know. 

If I had valvular leakage I wouldn't 
cure much about the murmur. 
think I’d be more interested in know- 
ing how efficient my _ circulation | 
might be. Of course I couldn’t judge 
very well about that myself if I were 
sick; I wouldn’t be fool enough to 
try. A sick doctor’s judgment w un- 
reliable: I know of no other judg- 
ment that is more dangerous for the 
patient save only the judgment of a 
sick layman. But there is one little 
test which is harmless at any rate 
and gives at least a rough workings 
idea of the efficiency of/ the cireula- 
tion in such a case. It 18 very sim- 
ple: You take your wateh in hand 
and after a few moments’ rest and 
without any preparation inhale mod- 
erately and then see how many seconds 
you can hold your breath. If you last 
forty seconds or more you're not half 
had. If the breaking point comes tn- 
der thirty seconds you had better see 
your doctor. :

Gold and Silversmiths 
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Provtess’ of U. Ss 
In Art Stressed 
By’ Ossip Linde 


“America has progressed more in 
an artistic way in the last 25 years 
than Europe has in three centuries,” 
Ossip Linde, one of the distinguished 
artists in Aflanta with the Grand 
Central Art Galleries exhibit, told 
members of the woman's division of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce in 
an address at the Daffodil tea room 
last night. 

Mr. Linde paid high tribute to 
America’s appreciation of art, and 
dubbed as tommyrot the impression 
that most Americans have that Fu- 
rope surpasses America in this re- 
spect, except in the great art centers 
such as Paris, Florence and Munich. 

“According to the chairman of the 
art committee of the General Federa- 
tian of Women’s Clubs, there are 
7,500 women’s clubs in America vith 
art committees and through these 
°0.000 afternoons were devoted last 
year to the study of art. Such a 
thing would never be known in Eu- 
rope,” Mr. Linde said. 

The American artist takes his art 
seriously as the American business 
man takes his business. He does not 
wait for inspiration, but does his 
subject over and over again until per- 
fection is reached. In fact, inspira- 
tion has always been an excuse for 
the lazy rather than an aid to art, 
according to Mr. Linde. ‘The mas- 
ter painters of today,” he stated, 
spend long hard hours at their can- 
vases, one noted artist going so far

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Condemned Man 
Tries to Kidnap 
Welfare Workers 


Florence, Ariz... May 26.—A plan 
by William B. Ward, condemned ne- 
gro slayer, to hold in his death cell 
for “ransom” of life and freedom, two 
church women whom he had requested 
to baptize him before he went on the 
eternal voyage was revealed tonight 
when Superintendent Sims, of the, 
state prison, read an ultimatum de- 
livered to him by the condemned man 
today. 

Ward declared in the note, which 
he handed t6 a guard for delivery to 
the superintendent, that he was “not 
valuing life’ and that he would kill 
if any attempt were made to entrap 
him or to interfere with his plans to 
escape. 

The slayer’s plan was frustrated to- 
dav when he was attacked by nearly 
half a hundred convicts after seizing 
one of the women, Mrs. J. E. Wright, 
and stabbing her after he had huried 
her into his cell. Misa Stella Mar- 
tin, an evangelist, escaped Ward's 
rasp. 

Ward's ultimatum was at first 
thought to be a supplemental state- 
ment to his written confession assum- 
ing blame for the murder of Ted 
Grosh, university student. 


Bishop Brown Goes 
Upon Trial Today 
On Heresy Charge 


Cleveland, Ohio, May 26.—Hun- 
dreds of church legders from all parts 
of the country, a well as members 
of the bishops’ court of the .Epts- 
ecopal Church of the United States, 
are pouring into Cleveland for the 
opening Tuesday of the heresy trial 
of Bishop William M. Brown, of 
Galfion, Ohio, retired bishop of the 
Arkansas diocese. 

The trial of Bishop Brown is said 
to be the only instance since the 
Protestant reformation in England in 
which a bishop has been brought be- 
fore the bar of the church. It has 
aroused the interest of the entire te- 
ligious’ world. 

Twenty-three connts have been 
cited in the indictment against the 
accused bishop. The counts are based 
on alleged heretical statements made 
in Brown's book, “Communism and 
Christianity.” which was published 
in 1920. He is charged with teach- 
ing “publicly and advisedly certain 
doctrines contrary to those held by 


Court Has Nine Members. 


The formal charge against Brown 
was signed by Bishops Hall, of Ver- 
mont, and Gravatt, of West Virginia. 
Hie will be tried before a court of 
nine, selected from the house of 
bishops, The prosecutor is Attorney 
Charles Lemuel Dibble, of Kalama- 
zoo, Mich., who declared Monday 
that the trial would be not only an 
attempt to convict Brown of heresy, 
but of atheism, and of teaching doc- 
trines not only contrary to the church, 
but also to the United States. 

Brown admits that he is an “‘ultra- 
modernist,” and great interest cen- 
ters around the case as a result of 
the current fundamentalist-modernist 
discord. Among the prominent mod- 
ernists who will testify in the bishop’s 
behalf are Dr, Percy Stickney Grant, 
the Rey. Dr. William Norman Guth- 
rie, the Rev. Dr, Leighton Parks, the 
Rev. Dr. Karl Reiland, all of New 
York; Dr. Elwood Worcester, Bos- 
ton, and Rev. Truman Heminwex 
Providence, R. I. None of the six 
had arrived in Oleveland Monday 
night. 

Bishop Brown has issued a state- 
ment in which he sets forth a two- 
fold defense to the charge of heresy. 
In his statement he contends first 
that there is no recognized tribunal 
“with authority to try or condemn a 
retired bishop for alleged errors of 
doctrine,” and, secondly, that his al-

When asked to give her impression: 
of Camp Highland which opens June 
7 and to state what it has to offer 
girls, Mrs. S. F. Boykin, chairman 
of the Y. W. C. A. camp comurittee, 
replied: 

“Camp Highland is only 12 miles 
from Atlanta, close by. Girls leave 
the Termina] station at 2:30 p. m. 
and in 25 minutes they are at camp. 
The fare is 36 cents one was or 50 
cents round trip. No baggage is re- 
quired, as no trunks are allowed at 
camp. No expensive railway fare, no 
long journeys, and best of all, while 
there is no rule against it, no frilly 
clothing—no rivalry in dress. ‘The 
girls wear middies and bloomers at 
camp and all do their own launder- 
ing. In fact, laundry day is so popu- 
lar it seems to be a festival occasion. 

“The girls go to the flowing Nicka- 
jack creek to do their laundering and 
so proficient have they become in 
folding and stretching their clothing, 
no ironing is required.” 

Mrs. Boykin said that camp rates 
are $7 a week or $1.50 a day; $5 
Monday p. m. to Saturday’a. m.; $2 
a week-end, which begins Saturday 
p. m. and closes Monday a. m., and 


that in a recent survey made of camps 
in the United States it was found 
that Camp Highland gives more for 


fees charged than-any other camp in | 


the country. “To do this.” said the 
chairman, “Camp Highland, which is 
self-supporting, must register 100 
girls a week, as it requires such a 
number to insure the purchase and 
delivery of food supplies in quanti- 
ties; in other words, to make ends 
meet.”’

‘Campaign Gifts 


Washington, May 26.—Full pub- 
licity of political contributions at in- 
tervals of ten days during the com- 
ing presidential and congressional 
campaign would be recuired under a 
measure approved unanimously today 
by the senate with 55 senators voting, 
it has yet to be acted upon by the 
house. 

Besides calling for publicity during 
the campaign, the measure would 
make mandatory the publication of 
the amouut of uny deficit at the end 
of the campaign and public announce- 
ment thereafter monthly of the 
amounts received from each con- 
tributor to wipe out the deficit. 

Adopted as an amendment to the 
pending portal pay increase bill, the 
m:xcasure is broad in its terms apd 
would apoly to all campaigns for the 
election of members of congress and 
“ll officials of the government alter 
its enactment, but it would not limit 
contributions. It would affect “all 
committees, lgeal, state or national. 
and all persons or parties having any 
part, or share in the election or i 
the campaign’ for the election f 
such officials. , 

Moreover, it would call for the 
publication: during the campaign and 
there:fter of the name, residence and 
official position, if any, of each con- 
tributor an¢ the amount of his con- 
tribution. The requirement with re- 
spect to residence and official posi 
tion was written in at the suggestion 
of Senator Rebhinson, of Arkansas, 
the democratic leader, and under it 
would be disclosed the amount of con- 
tributions by officeholders, such as 
marshals, postmasters and customs 


+ colleetors. 


Every person offending against the 
provisions of the proposed law wou!'d 
be deemed guilty of a. misdemeanor 
and upon conviction would be im- 
prisoned for not more than one rear 
or fined not more than $5,000, or 
hoth.
